IMPORTANCE: Not previously reported, Standard unit for 
first aid in the field, 

DESCRIPTION: This set consists of sixteen (16) wooden chests, 
29" x 20" x 15", covered with reddish-brown enamelled 
pressboard and metal reinforced, These chests have metal 
hinges and hasps with a leather "skirt" around the cover 
to make it leak-proof; 

Fach chest has leather covered rope handles at each end 
and the international Red Cross on the back and on each 
end, 

The Japanese characters on the top of each chest mean 
"Pannier for the Medical Corps". Each chest has an in- 
ventory list on the inside of the cover, A translation 
of each inventory list and a photograph of the unit is 
included in this report, 

COMMENT: Lt, General Taraji Shimizu and Colonel Takezo Suyen=- 
aga of a en Medical Corps were interviewed regard=- 
ing this unit. According to their report, this unit was 
of standard type, designed long before the recent conflict, 
and widely used, This set hac not been supplanted by a 


newer design except that toward the end of the war, cheaper 


wooden chests were substituted for the more difficult- 
made presswocd chests, (see MTR #165) 

The nomenclature "Hospital, Regimental" is used in 
this report to classify the unit. Actually, this unit 
was carried by the "Fisei tai", literally "Sanitary Unit, 
of a division: Fach division had one "Eisei tai" and 
this had three (3) of these sets, all identical. Since 
there are three of these sets per division, the name 
"Hospital, Regimental" was used to designate the set, 

This "Fisei tai" was actusiiy no more than a unit of 
first aid troops. 

The contents of this set are of the usual quality and 
Gesign, However, in this set the usual two chests, sur- 
gical instrument, were omitted and a smaller single chest 
was substituted, This chest is an old type and contains 
good quality instrurents. The instruments throughout the 
rest of the unit were of more recent manufacture and of 
poorer quality. 

This unit is poorly packed and although adequate for 
first aid and minor surgical procedures, it is noticeably 
lacking in vlasma (one unit in the set), plaster of paris 
and sulfa drugs. 

Tespite the fact that these chests are labeled "Pannier" 
they are obviscusly not made to be carried by pack animals, 
More likely, they were supposed to be carried by motor 


transvortation, 


This unit could be used to serve a small isclated 
garrison adequately according to Japanese medical stant- 
arcs.
